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Court Watching: 


Shooting at Waverly Apts. leads 
to arrest with nine counts 


Torrance Deshawn Limmitt, 26, of Van 
Buren Township was charged with assault 
with intent to murder, assault with intent 
to inflict bodily harm 


less than murder/ 
strangulation, assault 
with а dangerous 
weapon (felonious 
assault), carrying 
dangerous weapons 


with unlawful intent, 
four counts of felony 
firearm, and malicious 
destruction of personal property ($200- 
$1,000) on Oct. 18 in Van Buren Township. 

He was arraigned out-county on Oct. 
20 and bond was set at $100,000 cash 
or surety. On Oct. 30 his probable cause 
conference was held via zoom from the 
Wayne County Jail and Judge Martin set 
his in-person preliminary exam for Nov. 6. 
A request to modify bond was denied. 

When released he must have no contact 
with the victim, is not to purchase or possess 
any firearms or dangerous weapons and is 
not to return to 49211 S. I-94 Service Dr. 

Van Buren Township Deputy Chief 
Joshua Monte said on Oct. 18, at about 8:53 
a.m., Van Buren police officers responded 
to reports of a shooting at the Waverly 
Apartments. The shooting stemmed from a 
verbal dispute, outside, between Torrance 
Limmitt and a neighbor. 

Deputy Chief Monte said the dispute 
initially centered around loud noise coming 
from the victim’s apartment. Following the 
argument, Torrance Limmitt returned to his 
apartment, retrieved a handgun, and fired 
multiple shots at the victim. The victim was 
not injured, but bullets struck his parked 
vehicle. Responding officers located and 
arrested Limmitt and his weapon was 
subsequently recovered. 

Limmitt was a cornerback on the 2016 
Romulus High School football team. 


Limmitt 
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Eugene Shamar Dixon 

Eugene Shamar Dixon, 33, of Romulus, 
was charged with three counts of criminal 
sexual conduct-first degree (victim under 
13), three counts of CSC-second degree and 
two counts of CSC-third degree on April 1, 
2020 in Van Buren Township. Bond was 
$10,000/10% which was posted on Sept. 
19, 2024. Probable cause conference was 
held Aug. 28, 2024 and the preliminary 
exam set for Oct. 2, 2024. 

The only witness at the exam was the 
complaining victim, who was 13 years and 
under at the times of the alleged offenses. 
The witness stand was not shown during 
the minor's testimony, where she described 
sexual assaults in detail. 

At the end of the testimony, the prosecutor 
added four more counts of CSC-1* degree 
and one more of CSC-2™ degree. She also 
converted two of the CSC-2™ counts to 
CSC-I* degree. 

The defense attorney said he cannot 
impeach the only witness so he did not 
object. 

Judge Oakley bound the defendant over 
to Wayne County Circuit Court on all 12 
counts. The arraignment on the information 
is set for Oct. 16 and then reset by the court 
to Oct. 21, then to Oct. 25 and then to Oct. 
30. A final conference was set for Dec. 18 
and a jury trial for Feb. 10, 2025. 

The prosecutor asked Judge Oakley to 
set a higher bond because of the severity 
of the charges, but Judge Oakley said the 
defendant was facing three charges of life 
imprisonment and came to court, so he is 
leaving the bond as it is. 

Judge Oakley said the bond already 
stipulates that the defendant is to have no 
contact with the victim or family members.

On May 1, 2024 his arraignment/pretrial 
was held from the Washtenaw County Jail 
and he pled guilty to the charges and was 
sentenced to 180 days of time served.

Remembering my best 
friend: Staff Sgt. Willis

My best friend gave his life for our country. 
He had Agent Orange that he was exposed 
to in the Army. He never complained and 
told me that if he could he would serve 
our country again. Never change anything. 


How could we forget their dedication and 
sacrificing? We can't and won't until our 
last breath on this earth. 

Many, many families have their own 
crosses to bear for their loved ones that 
gave so much. We need to slow down and 
reflect on those that have served so we 
could enjoy our way of life. We get caught 
up in all of the day-to-day way of life. 

Staff Sgt. Willis would tell me to always 
put the soldier first. Let them eat first. Then, 
you eat. If there is not enough food, then 
don't eat. He would say get to know the 
soldier. Know their first name, wife's name, 
kids' names. Be compassionate and don't 
rag on them. We don't walk in their shoes 
and don't know their problems. Everyone 
has their own crosses to bear. 

As I think and remember back, I can't 
forget our many hours and days together. 
Many experiences, good and sometimes 
bad. Staff Sgt. Willis would get me up on 
Sunday morning to go to the chaplain's

service. Most of the time the service was 
held out in the woods. Usually, a hood of 
his Jeep. 

I would tell Staff Sgt. Willis that I was a 
Catholic and the chaplain was a Methodist 
or Baptist clergy. Staff Sgt. Willis would 
tell me that it didn’t matter. We would all 
be under one God and the Lord would have 
the same love for all the faiths. So, we 
would always have to be in front. Staff Sgt. 
Willis wasn’t shy. I was, but it was best to 
be close. 

Usually, we would be a squad of six. We 
would be assigned a map coordinate and go 
there. Usually out in the middle of nowhere. 
We would set up the equipment and stay ten 
days. We always got along. Never a harsh 
word. 

Staff Sgt. Willis would tell me a soldier 
has the right to complain. But as N.C.O.s 
we should never complain in front of the 
troops. We should find a big tree and do 
our complaining or worse yet, profanity. 
Myself, I tried not to. 

We did have a great 1* Sgt. for the first ten 
years. He never used profanity. You would 
have to do something real bad to make him 
mad. Never seen him mad. A lot of things 
happened to make one's blood pressure 
rise. Not him. 

The next 1* Sgt. had a dictionary of 
profanity. He was like a rocket ship going 
to go off. I would detour out of the way to 
avoid him. 

Staff Sgt. Willis knew that Army manual. 
As he would tell me, all the answers aren't 
in that TM. He said you had to read between 
the lines to know your solider. He was right. 

He could take an average soldier and 
make him good. Maybe even above good. 
The soldiers always trusted him and would 
do anything for him. 

One time, one of soldiers wouldn't get up 
for guard duty. It was raining hard. It was 
dark and was about 0300 in the morning. 
So, I told Staff Sgt. Willis. He went to talk 
to the soldier. We were sleeping in those 
little two-man tents. More water on the 
inside than the outside. 

So, I went about 20 minutes later to 
check the front gate. There was Staff Sgt. 
Willis. He was on guard duty. I asked what 
happened. The PFC was scared and didn't 
want to be in the dark alone. He told the 
PFC to get back in his sleeping bag. Staff 
Sgt. Willis told me we have all been scared 
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one time. I was told not to say anything. 
The PFC never got into trouble. He became 
a good soldier and did his duties. Not all the 
answers are in the Army book. Some SGTs 
would have the kid in the stockade. 

Staff Sgt. Willis knew how to handle a 
problem. He would tell me don't order 
or have the soldiers do anything that we 
wouldn't do ourselves. We always worked 
with the men, no matter the assignment. 
We had teamwork and trusted each other. 
If there ever was a problem (very seldom), 
I was told how to handle it. “РЕС, that is 
OK... We will go see the 1* Sgt. And you 
can tell him you don't want to do it." Before 
we got to the 1“ Sgt., ће PFC had a change 
of heart. He was willing to do the work. It's 
amazing. No yelling or screaming. I love it. 

So, on Veterans Day, when you look at our 
beautiful stars and stripes, know that many 
men and women have paid the price so we 
can enjoy our life. Our nation has had many 
confrontations. It's the common, everyday 
person that wears the uniform of our nation. 

Those of us that don't wear the uniform 
anymore because we are retired or did our 
time, we will always have the soldier in us. 
Our time was finished, but we are never 
done. 

We would talk for many years after we 
retired. Many times, we would have a cup 
of coffee and always end up talking about 
our times. We would laugh and remember 
back to our days. 

My friend, brother soldier was sick. His 
health was failing. It was heartbreaking to 
see him as he bravely fought his battle. I 
would cry to myself. I didn't want my best 
friend to see me crying. 

So, in the last year, I remember you every 
day, Staff Sgt. Willis. I smile to myself. 
Sometimes I get misty-eyed. You are one of 
a kind, irreplaceable. You are always in all 
of our hearts. Miss you, brother. God bless 
you and your family. You gave so much and 
asked for nothing. Humble you are. 

Until that time, Buddy.
